There will be universal approval 
of the determination of Judge Gar- 
lad M. Watkins, of Fulton juvenile 
court, to take immediate steps to 
stop the sale of intoxicating bev- 
e:ages to young boys and girls and 
the employment of children under 


16 years of age in wine or beer 


parlors. 
Many establishments which are 


in business solely or chiefly for the 
sale of the alcoholic beverages legal 
under the Georgia prohibition law 


are frequented by types of men and 
women with whom young children 
should not be placed in contact. 
Some of these places are little bet- 
ter than dives. 

Under the law, ali children un- 
der 16 years of age are under the 
jurisdiction of the juvenile court, 
and Judge Watkins announces, in 
emphasizing that children working 
in such beer and wine places, serv- 
ing drinks to drunken persons, are 
in an improper environment, that 
parents of such boys and girls are. 
to be warned, and if they do not! 
remove their children from these 
contaminating influences, will be 
haled into court. 

In addition, Judge Watkins has 
instructed the officers of his court 
to proceed against the owners of 
establishments selling beer or wine 
to boys and girls of tender age. 

Much of the wine being brought 
into Atlanta from other states is

BROWDER SILENCED AGAIN 

The near riot which marked the 
defiant effort of Earl Browder, 
Communist candidate for president, 
to speak in Tampa in the face of 
warnings that he would not be per- 
mitted to do so, serves to empha- 
Size the threat to the peace of a 
community from the . activities of 
radicals, whatever their particular 
“ism’’ may be. 

As in the case of Terre Haute, 


Ind., Browder has made two un- 
successful efforts to speak in 
Tampa. The result has been seri- 


ous disturbances of the peace in 
both communities and much un- 
favorable national publicity. 

How much better it would have 
been for the authorities in these 
two cities to have adopted Atlanta’s 
plan of having Mr. Browder met at 
the train upon his arrival in the 
city and notified that he would. be 
welcome as a visitor but if he came 
to engage in activities the very na- 
ture of which constituted a threat 
to the public peace he would not 
be permitted to remain in the city. 

Since Communism breeds only 
on dissatisfaction and discontent, 
Mr. Browder had no desire to visit 
a city where his sole purpose was 
to stir up trouble, and he accord- 
ingly kept on his way. Thus At- 
lanta missed both the internal fric- 
tion and the unfortunate publicity 
that has been the lot of Tampa, 
Terre Haute and other cities that 
have in less wise and effective ways 
prevented gatherings of a nature 
to encourage trouble. 


The refusal of permission to hold 
such meetings in a southern city 
cannot be described as abrogating 
the right of free speech. Rather, 
it is a commendable performance 
of their duties by officers charged 
with the enforcement of the peace 
of a community to nip trouble in 
the bud. 

Browder is running for president 
on a ticket on which the vice presi- 
dential candidate is a negro. He 
preaches social equality and his 
platform pledges him to every ef- 
fort to that end. He has a perfect 
right to support such policies— 
but it means only trouble, with no 
good end being served, for him to 
attempt to preach such doctrines in 
the south. 

Browder, of course, knows the 
danger of public discussion of equal- 
ity in this section. He should not 
attempt to enter the south—but, 
if he does, he should, as in the 
case of his Atlanta visit, be turned 
away before he can accomplish 
harm.

If I were home in Atlanta this 
month, I would most certainly go to 
see the good ship “Terje Viken,’ 
which is reported to be taking on 
fuel and supplies at Savannah, prior 
to sailing for Curacao. She takes on 
oil for 12 months, but as she depletes 
her tanks of the fuel oil she will full 
them with whale oil. A crew of Jd6U 
men may seem excessive for a mer- 
chant ship, but their chief duty is cut- 
ting up whales, which are brought to 
them by the small whalers: of about 
300 tons.

SCREENING WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—This week, Mussolini is 
oes holding out the olive branch. Last week, it was the 
bayonet. Next week it will probably be both. His talk is indicative 
only of the fact that world statesmen alternately talk peace and war with 
no real-intention of having either. 

.’ Mr.: Mussolini's current olives are stuffed with the usual pimiento. 
His son-in-law was Simultaneously at Berghof, the Hitler hideout in 
Bavaria, flattering the German leader. The son-in-law and the Fuehrer 
approved what was advertised as ‘‘an accord with Rome,” although their 
anti-Fascist opponents are calling it an incipient Italo-German alliance in 
preparation for the next war. 

The pith of Mussolini’s purpose was thus apparent to all. 


PALS The Mussolini-Hitler persiflage resolves itself down to the most 


important ‘question confronting world peace. How far are 
Messrs. Mussolini and Hitler going together? The answer may be more 
encouraging to peace than you would surmise offhand. At least offi- 
cial peace promoters around here think so. They count on two things 
to keep Mussolini’and Hitler from becoming too clubby. For one thing, 
no German of the present generation will be able to forget that Ger- 
many had an alliance with Italy once before, but Italy ran out on it and 
joined the allies in the World War. Frankly, the Germans have not yet

Next there is the personal factor. Two Babe Ruths never play well 
on the same team.

HEALTH TALKS

INGROWN TOE-NAIL IS NOT 
GROWN IN. 

The condition common!y called “in- 
grown” toe-nails is nothing of the 
sort. It is actually inflammation of 
the matrix and the soft parts about 
the nail. What happens is this. Na- 
ture gives us five toes. They need 
five toes’ room. But we give them 
only three or four toes’ room. From 
crowding the five toes into a tkree- 
toe or four-toe shoe we maintain fair- 


ly constant pressure upon the edge. 


of the great toe nail. The matrix 
and soft tissu. there reacts to tuis 
constant pressure and irritation by 


becoming inflamed. With inflammation | 


there is swelling and overgrowth in 
the soft tissues. The swollen, hyper- 
trophied soft tissues pile up over the 
edge of the nail. Presently infection 
occurs, and if the irritation is kept 
up the inflamed, infected, soft tissue 


suppurates more or less, and granula- | 
tion tissue develops—commonly eall- | 


ed proud flesh. To the ordinary ob- 
server it looks as though the _ toe- 
nail has grown into the flesh. In 
truth the fles has grown up over the 
edge of > nail. 

Horse hairs never turn into hair 
snakes, either, That's another story, 
but it just goes to show. 

Neither has any great surgeon here, 
in Russia or in Timbuctoo, ever taken 
out a patient’s eyes, carried them over 


to the sink, to wash them and put. 


them baci: in again. Nor for that mat- 
ter has any barber ever caught a hair 
or whisker in the act of “growing in,” 
though several barbers have killed 
their unwary customers with blood 
poisoning from 
tu dig vut so-called ‘“‘ingrowing hairs.” 
Many operations have been devised 
to cure “ingrown toe-nail.’’ I'd think 
a while before submitting to such an 
operation, even though thinking were 
painful. Simple treatment 
cures and the trouble does not recur 
if the faulty footwear is not resumed. 
Wear no shoes or only shoes sev- 
eral sizes too large, to insure against 
any pressure. Having washed ani 
dried the foot well, apply narrow 
strips of adhesive plaster, beginning 
at the edge of the nail and extend- 
ing spirally under and around the 


toe, to keep the soft tissue drawn 
away from the nail. Keep the groove 
powdered with alum. Trim the nail 
nearly straight across and do not 


attempt to cut down along the edge. | 


Sometimes a small piece of soft kid 
or a small pledget of cotton tucked 
under the nail at the edge and front 
gives much comfort. If much “proud 
flesh” or grunulation tissue is pres- 
ent, this must be removed by the phy- 
sician; as it contains no nerves the 
best and cleanest way to remove it is 
with sterile scissors. Sometimes the 


quickest relief is obtained by injecting | 


a local enesthetie and excising a clean 
wedge of tissue including all the gran- 
ulation area at the edge of the nail, 
drawing the fresh wedges together 
with adhesive plaster or other means, 
and ending the trouble for a few 
days. 

Dr. Henry L. Taylor. noted ortho- 
pedic surgeon, suggested a thin silver 
or aluminum hook, bent on the flat 
(1-4-inch wide) to hook under the 
edge of the nail and clip around the 
toe, protected by cotton or gauze, 
and held in place by adhesive tape, 
to be worn for weeks.

It typified America’s faith 
in the ability of man to respond to 
opportunity regardless of race, or 
creed, or color.

The American negro’s response to 
this opportunity in the field of high- 
er learning has been prompt and 
eager, as in other fields. In 1867 
at the first term of Howard Univer- 
sity 94 students enrolled. Today 
there are nearly 2,000 students on 
the lists. 

Howard University has not only 
growh steadily in numbers, but also 
in the range of its courses, 
vide equal opportunities for negro 
men and women, the university of- 
fers instruction in its colleges 
liberal arts, medicine, dentistry and 
pharmacy and in the schools of law, 
engineering, architecture and music, 
A graduate school, recently organ- 
ized, attracts graduates of other col- 
leges and universities and has helped 
to make Howard University a real 
center of negro culture in America. 

Howard with justification may 
take pride in its high standards of 
scholarship among other American 
universities. Its schools of law and 
medicine are rated among the Class A 
schools in the nation.
